And here mil¬ 
lions still consider the conflict as 
somebody else’s war— one which 
is being won for us far, far away 
by some other people. I 

Recently a booklet issued by 
the federal Office of Facts and 
Figures observed: “For several 
years before Pearl Harbor, Hit¬ 
ler propaganda attempted to par¬ 
alyze our thinking— to convince 
us the war was none of our busi¬ 
ness; that our two oceans would 
protect us. But we are armed 
with the truth and we will crush 
the tyrant!” 

Along some lines, our thinking 
was pretty well paralyzed even 
before Hiler got in his licks. ' 

While the enemy spreads his 
tenacles ever closer, Washington 
seethes with factional sparring 
for advantage. 

One segment of America has 
grown so accustomed to being 
cared for by the government, be¬ 
ing told where to go for what, 
being lined up and handed out

.strikes. It in no way limits the 
right of employees to strike 
against their own employer. And

I ondary boycotts by employers as 
I well as employees. 

! Contrary to public statements 
I made by Governor Olson, this bill 
does not in any way deprive la¬ 
bor of any legitimate powers. It 
is not intended to destroy the 
. effectiveness of organized labor’s 
legitimate objectives and func- 
' tions, nor would it have that ef- 
I feet. The complete answer to 
' Governor Ol.son’s contention is 
I the fact that most unions in this 
; country have grown powerful 
: without ever using secondary boy- 
^ cotts or hot cargo practices. In 
; I most of the States of the Union, 
! I secondary boycotts and hot car- 
, go practices are prohibited even 
I in peace times.
